with earneſt Repentance to thark, honour, and ferve him, as we be mott bounden : 
Thele be nct only to advertife you ot theſe good news, to be by you publithed in all 
places within your Dioccls, but alio to pray and require you, that both your felt 60 
give God Thanks with us for this tits {p.cial Grace, and allo give order that Thanks 
may be openly given by ſinging of Te Perm tn all the Churches within your ſaid Dio- 
ccl(s; aud that likewiſe all Prictts and other Ecclcitaltical Minitters, in their Maſlcs, 
ard o:her Divine Scrvices, niay continually pray to Almighty God fo to cxtend his 
holy hand over her Majctiy, the Kivg's Highnclſs, and this whole Realm, as that 
this thing, being by his Orcnipotent Power gractouily thus begun, may by the fame 
be well continued and broug}t to good cfcct, to the Glory of his Name. Whereunto, 
albeit we doubt not, ye would of your felt have had fpccial xegard without theſe our 
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Letters, yct for the carneft defire we have to have this thing done cnt of hang, ava 
diligent'y continucd, we have allo written thelc our Letters , to put you in rettucm- 
brance 3 and fo bid your Lordſhip molt ncertily well to tare.

And now forafmuch as in the beginning of this month of June, about 1/hitſontide, 
the time was thought to be nigh that this young Matter (hould come into the World, 
and that Midwives, Rockers, Nurſes, with the Cradle and all, were prepared and in 
a readineſs 3: ſuddenly, upon what cauſe or occaſion it 15 uncertain, a certain vain Ru- 
mour was blown in London of the proſperous Deliverance of the Queen, and the Birth 
of the Child 3 infomuch that the Bells were rung, Bontires and Proceftions made, not 
only in the City of London, and in moſt other' parts of the Realm, but alſo in the 
Town of Antwerp Guns were ſhot off upon the River by the Englith Ships, and the 
Mariners thereof rewarded with an hundred Pittolets or [talian Crowns, by the Lady 
Regent, who was the Queen of Hwngary. Such great rejoycing and triumph was for 
the Queens Delivery, and that there was a Prince born : yea, divers Preachers, name- 
ly, one the Parſon of St. Anne within Alderſgate, after Proceſſion and Te Dezxm (ung, 
took upon him to deſcribe the proportion of the Child, how fair, how beautiful, 
and great a Prince it was, as the like had not been feen. | 
In the midſt of this great ado, there was a fimple man (this I ſpeak but upon 
intormation ) dwelling within four Miles of Berwick, that never had becn betore 
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half way to Loxdon, which faid concerning the Ponfires made for Queen Maries 
Ckild, Here 1s a joyful Triumph, but at length all will not prove worth a Mcſs of Pot- 
tage, as indecd itcame to pals; For in the cnd all proved:-clcan contrary, and the joy 
and expeQations of men were much deceived. tor the People were certiticd, that 
the Queen neither was as then delivered, nor after was in hope to have any Child, 

At this time many talked diverſly. Some ſaid this Rumor of the Queens Con- 
ception was ſpread for a policy; fome other affirmed, that ſhe was deceived by a 
Tympany or fome other like Diſeaſe, to think her ſelf with Child, and was net; 
ſome thought ſhe was with Child, and that it did by fome chance miſcarry, or cl(c 
that ſhe was bewitched 3 but what was the truth thereof the Lord knowcth, to 
whom nothing 1s {ecrer, One thing of mine own hearing and ſeeing I cannot paſs 
over unwitneſlcd. 

Thcre carte to me whom I did both hear and fee, one T/abel Malt, a Woman 
dwclling in Alder/gate-ſtree in Horn- Ally, . not tar trom the Houſe where this preſent 
Book was printed, who before witneſs made this Declaration unto us, That he being 
delivered of a Man-Child upon Whitſunday in the morning, which was the i 1th. day of 
June, 1555- there came to her the Lord North, and another Lord to her unknown, dwel- 
lirg then about Old-Filhlircet, demanding of her if ſhe would part with her Child, and 
would ſwear that the ner kuew nor had any ſuch Child. Which, if ſhe would, her Son 
C they ſaid ) ſhould be well provided for, ſhe ſhould take no care for it, with many fair 
Ofers if (ſhe would part with the Child. 

After that came uther Women alſo, of wiom, one they {aid ſhould have been the 
Rocker but {he 19 no wiſe would let go her Son, who at the writing hereot being 
alive, and called Timothy Malt, was of the age of Thirtecn ycars and upward. 

Thus much, I fay, 1 heard of the Woman herſelt. What credit is to be given to 
hcr relation, I deal not withal, but leave it to the liberty of the Reader, to believe 
it they that liſt; to them that lift not, IT have no further warrant to afſure them. 

Among many other great preparations made for the Queens deliverance of Child, 
there was a Cradle very tumptuoully and gorgeoully trimmed, upon the which Cradle

Which 
Opinion gathcring greater ſirength with the Queen, and belief with the People, 
it was Enactcd by the Lords and Commons then fiitting in Parliament, * That if 
* jt ſhould happen to the Queen othcrwiſe than well in the time of her travel, 
« that then the King (hould have the politick Government, Order and Ad- 
« miniſiration of this Realm, during the tender ycars of her Majeſties Iſſue, to- 
« pether with the Rule, Order, Education and Government of the ſaid Iſſue. 
« Which charge as he was pleaſed to undergo at their humble ſuit, ſo they were 
<« altogether as forward to confer it on him not doubting but that during the 
© time of ſuch Government he would by all ways and means ſtudy, travel, and 
&* imploy himſclf to advance the weal { both publick and private ) of this Realm, 
« 2nd Dominions thereunto belonging, according to the truſt repoſed in him, with 
«no le{s good will and affce&tion than it his Highneſs had been naturally born 
< amongſt us. Set Forms of Praycr were allo made tor her ſafe delivery, and one 
particularly by 7Yeſton, the Prolocutor of the tirft Convocation 3 in which it was pray- 
ed, That ſhe might in due ſeaſon bring forth a Child in body beautiful and comely, 
in mind noble and valiant: So that ſhe forgetting the trouble, might with joy, laud 
and praiſe, 8&c. Great preparations were alſo made of all things neceſſary againſt the 
time of her Delivery, which was ſuppoſed would fall about 1/þ4ſontide in the month 
of Fune, cven to the providing of Midwives, Nurſes, Rockers, and the Cradle too. 
And fo tar the hopes thereof were entertained, that on a ſudden a rumor of her being 
delivered the Bells were rung, and Bonfires made in molt parts of London. The 
like Solemnities were uſed at Antwerp, by diſcharging all the Ordnance in the Engliſh 


Ships 3 for which the Mariners were gratified by the Queen Regent with 1co Piſto- 
lets. In which, as all them ſeemed to have a ſpice of madneſs in them, ſo none 
_ was altogether ſo wild as the Curate cf S. Anns near Alderſgate, who took upon 
him aftcr the end of the Proccflion to deſcribe the proportion of the Child, how 
fair, how beautiful, and great a Prince it was, the like whereot had never been 
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
